but lefr a Letter which was read in the Houle yeſterday, by 
which he did require a Supply of money; whereupon they ad 
vanced a thouſand pounds for him.

This day we were advertiſed, that the Rebels Forces about 
eAilerbury conſiſteth of neare eight hundred, whereof two 
ſmall Troopes under the command of Captain Thomas T yrid, 
and Maſter Greenzile (in all about ſixty) and above forty Dra» 
290ners under the command of Captaine Phips the rag-man 
( whereof but 21 Horſe) who ſufticiently plague the parts 
there about Walten. Polrrd that infamous and barbarous Re- 
bell lieth (till at Feerren with ſeventeen men onely, and this is 
the trenoth of that rebellious Garriſon, 

And t9 adde further to the milerie of theſe parts, the Com= 
miion gf Exciſe (as we were alſo advertiſed ) was begun to 
be put in execution on Thnrſday w/t. Novembris, by which 
they have exacted very.much money from all people ( none 
exempt.) 

The Chilterne parts are fill active in promoting the buſt- 
neſſe, and bee already raiſed two Troopes of Dragooners, in 
number 140, under the command of A/dridge of Chalfont 
S* Gzles, and young Fleetwood, of the Vanch in the Pariſh of 
Beconsfield, who they ſay, are to defend the Chilterne parts of 
that Countrey from both parts : but ſome of the Earle of E/> 

ſex Forces all ( or moſt part of them) Dutch, Walloons, and 
French have intrenched themſelves at Kickman/worth in Hert- 
ford/tire, within five miles of Cheſham, where they are ſo ſuf»

This day by an Expreſſe from Plmpton wee received intel- 
ligence, that His Majeſtics Forces under the Command of his 
Highneſſe Prince ( Mawnrice, made an affault upon Plymmonth 
on Sunday morning laſt, being the 3" of this inſtant December, 
and with great ſucceſſe in leſſe then two houres were Maſters 
ofall their workes, and marched up to the Towne and walls of 
Plymmonth, The Prince at that inſtant went about a mile off, 
with divers Otficets, toa houſe to counſell : during whoſe 
abſence the Army (too confident and ſecure 1n what they had) 
beganto ſtraggle about the fields, thought all ſure; and the Re= 
bels themſelves thought as much : for there is a high way 
whichgoes to P/ymmonth upon the ſea land at low water, 
there the Rebcls had placed a ſhipon ground, which {erved for 
a battery to guard that way. The Commander of the ſhip with 
3 men more,came on ſhore to {ome of the Princes Othcers(du 
ring the Princes abſcnce)&offcred the delivery of the ſhip,delſte 
Ting only ſome afſurance under the Princes hand to ſecare their 
pardon, which could not be performed till the Prifice came, 
which was about an houre after: many Oticers flocked abour 
cheſe men to underſtand the ſtate of the Towne. In this #nrer= 
ftitinm, whether the Towne had notice of the diſorder of 
the Princes Forces, or what other encouragement,the Rebels 
drew out of the Towne 200 foote, and 20 Horle; which being 
uncxpected occaſioned a retreat of the beficgers, and ſoletr 
the ſhip an | works azain, which fel] out tobe juſt a5 thePrigce 
returned. But hercinthough the gaine was not fo great as was 
expetted, the Rebels have caufe enough to acknowledgetheir 
lofle, for 12 this ſervice they have had many men lain, where=- 
of three Commandets.

are moſt carneſt ſaitors, 

We are conſtrained to be larger in the relation of this dayes 
intelligence then we expeRed, in regard of the remarkable 
newes of John Pym's death , the moſt eminent of all thoſe 
Five Members, ſo juſtly on the 4" of Zammery A* I6qr. acty- 
ſed by His Majeſtic of that Treaſon, the fruits whereof have 
beene and are yet ſo wlible to this diſtreſſed Kingdome : this 
I cannot ſay famous , but notorious man , loaded with other 
diſeaſes, died this very day, chiefly of the Heroden viſitation, 
fo as he was certainly a moſt loathſome and foule carkaſſe. 
However the Preacher at Warwicke was ſenfible this might 
open the eyes of ſome —_— , bur ſeduced perſons, 
when he prayed that Maſter 7*y9 t not dic of this dif- 
eaſe, leaſt the Cavaliers ſhould cry it ap as Gods'judgement. 
I will denounce no more of it, bnt that it 19 remarkable how 
this man died, obſervable how Maſter Hampden (#pproxching 
the King®refidence Jreceived his deaths'wound in Cha/grave 
field, where he firſt appeared in Armes to exerciſe that unjuſt 
and miſchievous Ordinance of the MHitiria } md my Lord 
Brooke,who loved not our Charch, was ſlaine from one. Bees 
fides, neither living nor dead, have the prime Authors of theſe 
miſeries cauſe to rejoyce: for thoſe that remember what ſeeds 
of the preſerſt miſchiefes Sir Fohn Hotham and his ſonne were, 
and how aRive and fruitfall to this Faftion Maſter Natheviet 
Fynes was , would thinke it ſtrange,if not wonderfall , that at 
their owne Batre they ſhould all Three be now attending rhe 
ſentence upon their lives. But there are a ſort of men apply 
nothing to themſelves that befalls others ; they may Lu 
foonetnough themſelves, and'then they will have more ſence 
of the condition this Kingdome is brought into. I will let this 
man and the other reſt in peace, though they firſt diſturbed the 
peace of our then- flouriſhing Kingdome,and pray to God thar 


he will remove his judgenrents from us.

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"Whether it -he 'the many heavy prefures that the Citie oF 
London now groancth under, or the.ill fucceſle that. not.onely 
thoſe of their Trayned Bands and Auxiliaries thad they have of 
late ſent out, but all the relt of their revellians Forces in other 


parts of the Kingdome have of late had, we cannot determine: 
but fure it is that thoſe of that Citie who have preſumed moſt 
upon their wealth and power, are now as ſenſible of their 
owne condition, as their neighbours of the {h:lterne,of whom 


we made: mention before; and would as gladly. be eaſed of 


their kinde Taxe-maſters , as they are certainly weary of the 
conſtant burdens laid upon them. And if their eyes were bur 
a little further opened , though the Rebels at Peftminfter haye 
long ſince ſcandalized His Majeſtie with a purpoſe to bring in 
forrejgne Forces from France and Denmarke to dellroy this 
Kingdome ,. and now call his good Englis Subjeas 1ri Re- 
bels, that are come out of /re/axd ſince the Pacification there, 
ro aſſiſt Him in His juſt cauſe ;. the Zoudoners might diſcerne 
(notwithſtanding the diltance) that the leaders of this foule 
Factivn, by ſeeking all poſſible meancs to bring in the Scozs; 
are more like to expoſe the ſpoile and plunder + + be wealthy 
Citic of London unto them, as a bayte to draw them hither, by. 
reaſon of their owne deſperate condition ;. for to what other 
part of the Kingdome canthe Scoes (o prohably core; in re- 
ſpeft of His Majelties great Armies. in ſeverall places. (clpeci» 
aily Northwards). from whom: they cannot but now expe& 
(conſidering haw the preſervation of all tbat. is deare unto 
them, hath inured them lately to the uſe of Ar.1es). the old 
courage of the Hng/1fh Nation to berevived, and their indio- 
nation ja{tly .inflam=d by ſo. great a. breach of faith, as the 
comming in of che Scots would be, contrary to that ſolemne 
Act of Pacification , . concluded berweene both the Kings 
domes..

Army raiſing in Wales, under the command 
of Cardinall Williams, now Archbiſhop of Torke, and 4 other 
Biſhops,and ſo to make up an Army of Papiſts and Demy- Pa- 
piſts. Another ſayes, That the Welch-men contirually flock 
in to the obedience of the Parliament. 4. That they have gi- 
ven the Enemy a notable defeatthis weeke ; for whereas ex- 
peRing the death of Maſter Pym,their Horſes have ſtood rea» 
dy in ſeverall ſtables, and almoſt eaten cut their heads to goe 
with the newes to Oxford, with promile of great reward and 
Knighthood that brought it firſt : now he is like to recover 
and facilitate buſineſſe there, andſee an end of the miſeries of 
England; which will trouble tht other party more then the 
rout that Str William Waller gaye to Sir Ralph Hopton on 
Tut fday lalt, 5.

Briefly (tro come in upon them with the beſt ſpeed 


I may) this whole Sermon of the Prophet (beginning 


at the firſt v. of thischaprter, and ending at the 13. verſe 


of the next ) is a Prophecy ſo ſtrangely enterwoven 
with threats and promiſes, that it appears as ſo much 


Checker-work of Judgements and mercies; hear alittle 


of the one, thenas much of the other, with ling upon 
line, judgement upon mercy, very ſuitable ro his hea- 
rers, which we may conceiveto have beena mixed num- 
ber, forit is well known, that the ſinners in Sion, and 
mourners in Sion in thoſe days were ſo blenged and 
mixt together that there needed a Divine hand to mark 
theone from the other. 

In the former part ofthis chapter we have the Lord 
Jeſus exhibited rous as one moſt eminently ſer off with 
all the graciousendowments that might win upon rhe 
hearts of the worſt of men, to this yum the Prophet 
rels us * Negatively,whar by his office he was not; and 
then Poſitively,what he was; 2* noquarreller or ſtriker, 
ſo far from that unpleafing work, that he was not to 
ery,nor lift up ,.nor cauſe his voice to be heard in the 
ſtreets, v.2.10 farfrom railing uproars or tumults , _ 


before the Elmourable Blouſe of Commons, 
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he appears not in the frong wind, or Earthquake, or fire but _ 
ina ſtill voice , which ſhould neither break the bruiſed *' 28-19 2- 
Reed,or quench the {moaking Flax,v. 3. That ſword which y1.ro.34. 
he brought into the world with him, was not to bee 
drawn, if peace ſpoken to the heathen might prevail : his 
' meaning is, he would not by force ofarms drag or drive 
his conquered number into obedience, this was not his 
office; but 2” the courſe of his office,poſitively,was to 
find eyes and feet for his followers, or at leaſt ro knock 
off the bolts and chaines that they might be ar liberty to 
follow him freely and faithfully, v. 7. Now if (notwith- 
ſtanding allthis)there ſhould be a perverſe party amongſt 
them s the ſons of Beliall , that would retuſe his gentle 
yoak, and break his bands aſunder, cloſe up their eics 
againſt thelight and fight it out in the dark, the Lord 
will ſee the quarrell of his ſon, (or as he cals him, ver, 1. 
his ſervant) revenged tothe full upon that people , wer. 
13,14. If the Prince of peace were ſilent , the Lord of Hoſts 
would ſpeak in his cauſe, yeaand fight roo, very ſevere- 
ly ; not onely cry and reare , but deſtroy and devour at 
once; yea, the longer he held his peace, the lowder he 
would be when he comes to complain; the farther he 
drew baek his hand, the deeper would be the wound 
when he comes to ſtrike. 

Which (by the way)may ſerve as a warning caution 
ro that Nationor people (ſuppoſe it be ours) that have 
had more of Chriſts company then they care for, more 
of his proffered Grace then they are willing to' accept 
or acknowledge, when God comes to reckon for rhis, 
though that. Nation were as neer and dear to him as 
Tacob,orlſrael,of whom he ſpeaks with hononrable men- 
tion, Hoſ. 12..45- One that:was excellent at rhe duty 
wherein we are now imployed , reuld _ and —_—_— 
plicationand by his ſtrength had power with Goo, Yet Kthe 
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prevailing party amongſt them were ſtr ng enough, ta 
trample down thoſe Honourable Laws, which he had may- 
z#ified on purpoſe for the advantage of his people; when 


he is thus provoked by a lawleſſe number, he profeſſes 


openly he will have an holy (though an heavy) handin 
the ruine and ſpoyl of that people ; and when he hath 
done, leaves it with the world to judge,wherther there 
were not all the reaſon in the world for what he did, 
when he gave Tacob to the ſpoyl, and Iſrael to the robbers, C5. 
and thus weare come through the context to the words. 

W hich being very clear and plain;I conceive it would 
betime impertinently ſpent to give accompt whar In- 
rerpreters ſay of the words, or daſh their judgements one 
againſithe other ; this (I rake ir ) were bur to ſtrike fire 
and lightupa candleat noon-day, to ſeek for that which 

15 neither hid nor loſt, this is notime or place to be luxu- 
riant in Criticiſmes; and as for parts, ifI had nor learned

{pare diviſions,wereit notto prevent confuſion ? brief 
therefore to help our memories you may caſt up the full 
{um of the words intotheſe three generall parts.

3. The acknowledgement required with the moſt ſerious 
conſideration that may be,as appears partly by the quick- 
ning preface, wherein the Prophet ſummons all thoſe 
that have ears to hear , or heartsto con{ider, that they 
would have a care of this duty: Partly by way ofexpro- 
| bration,charging home the neglect as a great delinquen- 
cy, Tet he knew 1t not, Tet he laid it not to heart. 

The parts thus ſer, and the words clear enough, thoſe 
thatare wiſeand judicious may reade Gods meaning in 
them(as good Textmen can the originallywithour points, 
but this-being notevery ones gift, I ſhall rake leave ro 
condeſcend tothe capacities of the: meaneſt , and poinr 
out the full ſcope of the Propher in theſe 3. concluſions.

' ignominious captives of wanton conquerers, thar glo- 
ried as much in their vaſſallage as intheir ranſome, were 
22. This « apeople ſnared in holes, ec. their friends were 
either aſhamed orafraid ro comeat them , They are for a 
prey, ( faith the Prophet ) and none delivereth, for a ſpail, 
and none ſaith, Reſtore, an hard caſe, when friends ſhall 
not owneach other, when a common calamity ſers them 
at ſuch a ſhametfull diſtance. 
Now when the Lord deals thus with a people , he 
would have you know by that roken, thar heis angry 
indeed; and expects that in their humiliations, beſides 
their ſighes and tears, they ſhould expreſſe a ſhame that 
accompanies their puniſhment as well astheir ſin, which 
they were wont in ſuch caſe ro acknowledge, Ter. 3. 24, 
25. Shame hath devoured the labours of our fathers, we lie 
down in our ſhame, and our confuſion covers us, or in caſe 
they did nor ſpeak out, their Miniſters were to do it for 
them : As Ezravery feclingly, Cap. 9. 6.— I bluſh and 
am aſhamed to lift up mine eyes to thee,O my God, ©. Why? 
it follows; beſide the ſinne acknowledged, there was 2 
ſhame treading upon the heels of it, verſe 7. We are deli- 
vered up to the ſword, to captivity, and to-4 ſpoil, andto 
confuſion of face, as it s this day: As their finne was 
ſhamefull, and deſerved a ſhamefull puniſhment, ſo it 
was a burning ſhame (herhought)that Gods Inheritance 
ſhould be rob'd, & ſpoyl'd, cow'd, & conquer'd, by his 
and theirenemies ; and it muſt needs be ſoif we examine 
the grounds,and to that purpoſe conſider firſt the parties; 
{econdly the penalty. Or nt +. 
11. Forthe partics, whether patients,or agents, fpeil'd,or 
| (k- ſpoiling, 
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ſpoyling,God clothes them both with ſhame;and if Gods 
anger be the rule and meaſure of the ſhame, ( as will ap- 
pear ) it will be hard to ſay forthe preſent, which of the 
two are worſt to paſſe; for whilſt Gods anger is ſmoak- 
ing, and both under the fury thereof, it is not eaſily diſ- 
cerned whether he be more angry with the' rods of his fu- 
ry, Which are his enemies , or the people of hu wrath, 
which may be his own; Indeed when he hath done ſtri- 
king, it is well known, but not before, as we finde inthe 
10. Chap. of this Prophefie, comparing the 5. verſe with 
the 12. At the firſt, Gods anger ſeems ſtrongeſt rowards 
his people, but when he hath done with them, then he 
faces about, and gives fire upon his enemies, verſe 16. 
Sothar look how far Gods angerſmoaks upon a Nation 
ingenerall, or any perſon in particular, ſo farthey may 
hang the head for ſhame , as the Lord himlſelfe inti- 
mates in the caſe of Miriam, Numb. 12. 14. If her fa- 
ther had but ſpit in her face, ſhould ſhe not be aſhamed ſeven 
dayes? lether be ſhut out from the camp ſeven dayes. Surely 
thus hath the Lord dealt with the daughter of his people 
amoneſt us; he hath nor only ſpit in our face,bur caſt the 
excrements of our Nation, the robbers, & ſpoilers; over 
the ſurfacepf our Land; In which caſe we may take up 
the Prophets complaint, 7er. 14. 1, 2,3. Our land mourns, 
the gates thereof langniſh, and are back to the ground, their 
Nobles were aſhamed and confounded,and covered their heads; 
The truth is, both noble, 72noble,agents, patients,amongſt 
us may well be aſhamed, the one for being ſo weak as 
not to maintain their own right , the other for being ſo 
powerfull tro do the other wrong, Pal. 52. 1. That ty- 
rant did bur glory in his ſhame, that boaſted how mighty 
he was to do a miſchief. The oppreſſed may be aſhamed 
to deſerve it ſo juſtly, the oppreſſour for doing it'ſo in- 
juſtly ; Divine juſtice frowns on both ; now ——

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of a King arethe ſhame of the ſubje&t, whether he bex 
fayourite, or malefaour, eſpecially when he is known 
to have been both, Inthe mean time God is righteous, 
and will not foul his hands with the fin of either, but 
glorifies himſelf in the juſt-deſerved ſhame of both : The 
wanto ſpoiler drives,8&drazs his captive intriumphwith 
bloudy face, and bare feet, nothing to cover his ſhame, 
bur his eye-lids cloſed up, and his head hung down, to 
think that no lefſe penalty would anſwer his deſerts, as 
caltinin Ehat good Emperour Mauritius, over-powered and vills- 
Locum. nouſly abuſed by his ſervant and ſucceſſour Phocas, ſighs 

out his ſhame in the words of the Pſalmiſt, uf es Do- 
mine, &c.

hearts were ſet on fire from hell. No plague like thar of 
a plundering enemy, that delights in warre, ſo David 
thought that knew them of old, and in his choiſe pre- 
ters the plague before them, 2 Saw. 24. 14. He could 
never think of them without an imprecation, Pſal.78. 30. 
Rebuke, O Lord, the multitudeof ſpearmen, together with the 
bulls and calves of the people, — Scatter thou them that de- 
light in warre , When God gathered theſe reds and bun- 
dled them together, he (uſp:ited the fury of his anger, and 
ſtrength of battell, and it God will honour him with the 
choiſe of penalties, he will not conſult ſo much ſhame to 
himſelf and family, as to fall into their hands. Ir grieves 
not an ingenuous child ſo much ro be ſcourged imme- 
diatly by the Parent, as to be turned off at the ſecond 
hand toa baſe and mercileſſe groom ; the plague-ſtroak 
comes from Gods hand, and here we commonly cry, 
Lord have mercy on us. But who can findin his heart,upon 
his knecyto ask his life & liberty at the hands of a mer- 
cileſſe plunderer 2 or if he do, who can be ſure ro ſpeed, 
that knows he ſhall loſe his ſuit 8 breath together: ſince 
God and their conſciences givethemno quarter howcan 
we expecttharjfrom chem,which they have notreceivede 
But of all ſpoiling penalties none like that of a Civill 
warre : if a malefator muſt die, berter by any hand then 
his own; and if a Nation muſt needs bleed to death, bet- 
ter any do it, then they of their own bloud and bowels, 
forthere is much of Gods anger,and conſequently much 
more ſhame inſuchamiſery. God was too angry withehe 
Iſraelitesto ler them die by _ ſtrength of m_ and 
there- 
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therefore expreſſes his fury more, in conſecrating their 
brethrens ſwords to do execution upon them as ſo many 
condemned malefaors, Exod. 32.29. To have a mo- 
ther ſentenced to death by the wanton cruelty of her 
own children, is ſuch a ſhame and miſery, as goes be- 
yond the penalty inthe Text;and yet this being our caſe, 
it will be worth our labour to pauſe upon it 2 while, and 
make the truth our own by way of | ger” 

This being ſo,that the robbing & ſpoiling of a Nation 
is actively a fin, and paſſively a ſhame, this will concern 
us all, before we paſſe forward, to conſider what we have 
ro do or ſuffer inthis caſe: To this purpoſe it wil be worth 
the while to take notice of this penalty , and conſider 
theſe robbers, & ſpoilers,as they fal under a twofold cog- 
nizance; for they may be viewed as a double-taced piece; 
look one way, and you ſce a beautifull tace, on the other 
ſide a deformed monſter: So if we conſider them efficien- 
ter, you may {ce more of Godthen man inthem, bur it 
you view them nſtrumentaliter, you ſhall! ſee more of the 
devill then either; and both theſe wayes we ſhall do 
well to view them for our better information. 

Conſider them in Gods hand, gathered and bundled 
up for his own ends, which are ever high and holy, vis. 
his owne glory, and his Churches good : here we may 
call them (as David doth) the men of Gods hand, Plal.17. 
14. for though their will be their own, and that be bad 
enough, yet their power is Gods,and therefore good ; ſo 
that if he commands us. to kifſe theſc rods, nochilde of 
wiſdome will refuſe it, if he command us to ſpare and 
forgivetheſe, it may, it muſt be done; David was wiſe 

that didit; even whileſt he ſmarred under the ſhame, hee 
looks uponthe Act as Gods doing, 2 Sam.

I knw 
mine iniquity,&c. ( 4.4.) now I know whar I have done, 
and what I deſerve to ſuffer. This the Seripture calls 
The returning of amanto himſelf, as Chriſt expreſſes it in 
the caſe of the prodigall, that had loſt himſelf, by nor 
conſidering his wayes in his heart, did at length retwrne 
to himſelf. No doubt bur before his return he knew what

ſo did the ſwine he fed ) but when he laid cheſetogether, 
and conſidered what his father was, and minded his re- 
turn, then was he uncharm'd from his ſwiniſh diſpofi- 
tion, changed in the — of his minde, and he that is 
brought ro this, may be ſaid, ts lay things to heart. 

2. Am of thewill, which is the firſt choſen princi- 
ple, ( My ſonne give me thy heart ) and the firſt chooſing 
principle, whereby we chooſe what to do, or ſufferin a 
ſtrait , commonly called , a refolution upon a debate, 
when inevills we chooſe the leaſt, and in good things 
the beſt.

They (tandnot to deliberate whether they were 
beſt ſinne on and {uffer, or return and be {aved, but there 
they lie like ſo many blocks, under a two-handed Saw, 
(the robbers,and ſpoilers)if God will fnarch them like fo 
many fire-brands out of the fire, well and good , if not, 
there they lie ready to be ſawen and cleft our for the fire, 
{moak and ſmother. out ina careleile neglect : Contrary 
rothis, is a faire warning willingly choſen, and reſolved 
on, to flee from the wrath ro come.

5. An att of the memory , whereby we recall things 
paſt and þ me well-nigh loſt, in thetumults and con- 
tuſtons efadangers and fears,(which are no friends to the 
memory)but when we can return into our fixed thoughts 
without any longer roving and wandring , and gather 
them cloſe together to make a good reſulr of them, then 
the heart rakes fire, as David expreſſes, Pſal. 39. 3. He 
was fain to bring niany caner's and confuſed thoughts

this vilion., Heavenly rclatiens are not tobe obtained in a 
drowly and ſleepy way. 

And behold foure hornes, that is, enemies from all parts of 
the world, andeſpecially thoſe foure Monarchies who have 
all in their courſe and turne been vexatiousto the peeple of 
God. Itisno newthing for the Saints and Churches to be 
puſhed, gored, ſcattered by cruell and beaftly enemies. Yea 
the Churches may be ſo attlited with enemies,that a man 
ſhall not know whither to fly for ſafety ; for in every part of 
the werld there ſhall be ſome oppolers; 1 /aw fonre hornes, 
miſery, and calamity, and perſecution ariſing out of every 

art. 
; VERSE 19. Ana 1 ſaid tothe Angel that talked with me, 
ec. Tins Angel by Interpreters 1s ſaid to be Chriſt him- 
icit,the Angel of the Covenant, whois the belt Interpreter of 
Heaveply vitions aud of hard Scriptures ; When we under- 
ſtand them not, we ſhould ſearch, make enquiry and goto 
Chrilt, ſaying as Zechariah here, What are theſe, Lord ? 

Ana he anſwered me, theſe are the hornes which have [cat- 
tered Indah, Iſrael and leru/alem.”) The enemies of the 
Churches are not ſaid here to have wounded,or killed [ndav, 
Iſrael,or Jernſalem,but ventilar unt,they have toffed them up 
aSit were intotheaire,they have ſcattered,ſaith the Engliſh. 
Itis the proper work of the enemies of the Churches to icat- 
ter Gods people. The Diſciplcs of Chrilt are commanded 
tobe without hornes, Be wiſe as Serpents, and innocent as 
DoF@,thc word inthe Greek is without hornes as Doves ; 
but here the enemies are ſaid to {ccatter /wdah, 1/racl and 1c- 
raſalem,that is their work and property. 

Vx R. 20. And theLord ſhewed me foure Carpenters. The 
word is 91A, that is, ſuci: Agents and Inſtruments as do 
work with art, counſcll and dehberation. Though the ene- 
mies of the Churches be unreaſonable and .cruell as horned 
bealts, yettheinltruments that God rayſeth up to ſuppreſſe 
them are full of humanity, wildome and coun{cll ; and rhey 
are foure to0,a proportionable {trength, 
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VzR.21, Then ſail 1, hat come theft ts do? And he ſpike 
ſaying, Theſe arc come t9 fray thew away, and caſt owt the 
bornes of the Gentiles, Took how they dealt by. Gods pee- 
ple,to God will dale by them they ſcattered Hrac],andthe 
Gaed of Ifracl will raite up inltruments that ſhall ſcatter 
them ; they caſt out Gods people, and thy thall be calt our. 
Scattering eneinies hal be fcattered themſelves at laſt,

another viſion brought to the ſame purpoſe,in generall,to up- 
hold and comfort the diftrefled fervantsof God. When the

Sothat we may yet fay, though 
the attii tions of tac Cturches be very great, and their defo= 
lations many, yet if a man will liftup his eyes and ftirrewp 
dimfſclf, he may and thall behold 4 144 with a mea/wring line 
»m bas baud. And thus you fce that there ts bardly a word of 
theſe three vitions, buc afforderh ſome ſpeciall inſtiion, 

But becauſe I havenat time for all, I ſhall eſpectally cloſe 
with thofe three Derines, that are eſpecially hcld forth in 
thefe three vitions. Thus. 

3. Inthat hcrearefeur hornes that appeare, firft, you may 
oblcrvs this, That when God intendeth good and ſalvation 
to-his Churches, hedeth brit ſufftor many potent, malicious 
enemies to ric agaiatt them. 

2. In that thete fowre Carpenters do appeare immediatly 
aftertheſc foure hornes,as it were inthe ſame viſion, you may 

oblerve,

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obferve, That theugh God do ſuffer the enemies of bis 
Churches and people to be exceeding {trong,many ard melt 
miſchievous, yet hz will raife up an anſwerable i{trength a- 
gainſt thum ; Foxre Carpenters againſt foure hornes, which 
{hall tray them away, and dcale by them as they have done 
by others. 

3. Inthat the man witha meaſaring line doth immediat- 
ly tollow upon theſe,you may obſerve, that when Cod thall 
pleaſe to raife up fpeciall irftraments to ſappreſle the 
Churches enemies, then and then eſpecially Reforinationis 
to be much endervenred, which is to be done with cxactnes, 
even ty Line. | 

I begin with the former viſion of the foxre boynes, and the 
firlt Doctrine, namely, that when Ged intendeth any great 
good and falvation to his peopleghe doth filtfafter malignant, 
patent, and many cnemicsto riſeagatnft them, Was it not 
io with Ifrac} whco God intended to bring them out of 
Egypt? Then thcir Taskemaſters aroſe and doubled their 
work, 2nd were more 111micttious tothem then formerly. 
\Was it not thus with the Jewyes when God brought them 
out of Babylonto build the Temple? oppoſition they met 
withall 1n their remove, in their journey, and allalong in 
their Temple- work. Was it not thus with the Iſraclitcs 
when thcy went to execute juitice upon that malignantTribe 
of Benjamin for the great fin of Gibeah? It you look into the 
20. of 1#4ges, you thall find that before Zeazamin was puni- 
i{hgd they got two great victories upon Ifrzl ; Ifracl (if you 
count the numbers at their ſouldiers) were twelve to one; 
Ifracl had the beſt cauſe, and their work was good, they 
went ferth to de juſtice on that delinquent Tribe ; 
yet if you ccnſult the liory, the Tribe of Benjamin fit flew 
ot them down te the cround forty thoutard men. This is 
Gods way ſtill; Heleldameer never deftroyeta his enemies 
but cut of Zealc; The Zeale of the Lordef Hoſts hath done 
thi, faith the Prophet: Now Zeale 1s nothin; elſe but anger- 
cd love; and three things there arc in the world that God 
doth love eſpecially, His people, His truth, and His workhip; 
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When the enemies prevaile they ſpoile his people, they defile 
his worſhip, they ſcorne his truth, ſo his love 1s angred, his 
Zeale is ſtirred,and then his enemies are confounded. 

But what reaſon 1s there why God ſhould ſuffer his pre- 
cious ſervants and people to be thus handled, oppreſſed, go- 
red,ſcattered by cruell enemies ? 

Good reaſon for it. Totidem inimici, totidem pedagog: : 
ſo many enemies, ſo many ſchool-malters. A1ſake plain my 
way before me (faith the Plalmilt) becauſe of mine enemies ; 
but in the Hebrew it 1s, becar/e of mine obſervers ; our ene- 
mies are our obſervers, and their obſervation is our preſerva- 
tion. As a mans beſt friend ſometimes doth him more hurt 
then his worſt enemy, ſo his worlt enemie doth him more 
good then his belt friend, Now ſuppoſe (faith Salmeron) 
that a man were in great want and need of motry, and his 
friend ſhould throw him a bag of gold, though in his catct- 
ing of it he might hurt his hands or head, yet when he hath 
taken out the gold, he loves his friend never the lefle. There 
is no perſccution but brings a bag of gold to Gods pcople; 
though it may ſomewhat hurt them in falling upon them, 
yet when they have picked out the gold thereof, they will 
love God the more.

1. Hereby they are occaſioned to. honour God, which 1s 

the end of their lite and the comfort of their ſoule : tor what 

is honour, but as* Aquinas ipcaks, a teſtimony of anothers 

excellency ? the more I teltihe of any excellency in any truth 

or way of Gods, the more I honour him z and in times of 
perſccution tlie Saints of God doe thus teltifie of him.

Some men inore ſo loud in their ſleep, that they awake them- 
ſelves with their owne ſnortings ; and ſome mens ſinnes are 
{o loud and unreaſonable, that they convincethemſclves and 
others by their owne unreaſonable dealing with the people 5 
of God.. Matter Fox tcls of one in Queene Aarzes time,that 
had ſo baſely and maliciouſly uſed tlat ſcrvant of God James 
Abbes, that when that good man James Abbes was dead, 
the remembranceof thrs Martyrs patience and his owne un- 
reaſonablenefle, made the Perſecutor cry out and ſay , James 
Abbes isſaved, and I am damned, and ſo he went wringing 
his hands to his grave, crying, /ames Abbes 18 faved and I am 
damned, lames Abbes is favedandI am damned. It istecor- 
deg. of one Calocerims, that when he ſaw the malignancy 
of the enemic | 
ſaid, Of a truth greas # the God of the Chriſtians, And what Ye Mmaznus 
cana Chriſtian deſire more ? Is not Gods truth better then 
my houſe e | 

7. Hereby alſo the Saints are kept from and cured of di- 
viſions among themſelves. Cyprian meditating of the ſeve- 
rall cauſcs that brought thoſe ſad and heavy perſecutions in 
the primitive times , reckoneth up this for one, their owne 
divitions, whercfore God was faine to ct out the dog upon 
the ſheepe, that the ſheepe might run together. Our punith- 
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and made to hiethem home to their fathers houſe. 
3. Fercby they are made more uſefull in their places, and 

buneficidll untotheir «nemies; for therefore our encmies 

doe us ſo much hurt, becaufe we doe them no more good. 

4. Hereby tt cy carry the truths of God and Chriſt into 
ot her parts; the enemy intendeth to ſcatter their perſons, 
but God intendeth to ſcatter his truths. 

5. Hereby the children of God receive a fuller and clearer 
tcitimoy of their own graces. Whcn the world frowns 
molt, God tmiles melt upon them. When the enemie gives 
the loudeſt teſtimonie of their kypocritie, God from heaven 
doth give the hight teſtimony of their fincerity to their 


s, and patience of the Martyrs,he cryed out and 
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ment oftentimes weare thenamcs of our ſins in their fore- 
heads ; And if cver, then now ; God doth puniſh our diviſi- 
ons with drvifions; Bur it 1s to cure our divifions. He points 
tovur f:1 by our puniſhment, that in our puniſhanent wee 
may becarcd of tin, 

8. Hereby alſo the ſervants of God may ſee and know by 


7/79 Experience, thatit is bettcr to {{rve God then men. When 


we worihip Godaf:er and for the precepts of men, we do: 


_ rather wor{hip men then God, and ſerve them then him ; 
/z; And when his ſervants doſo, thin od ſutfers men torile up 


againſt thim, that they may lcarne ina ſmarting way, as wel 
as they have done in alioning way, what 1t15 to ſerve men. 
This cauſe you have cxpreſſ-d, 2 Chron, 13.7, 8. And when 
the Lord ſaw that they humbled themſelves , the word of th: 
Lord came to Shemaiah, ſayirg, They have humbled them- 
ſetves, therefore 1 will not deſtroy them, but I will grant them 
[ome deliverance, and my wrath ſhall not be powred out by the 
hand of Shiſhak,; Nevertheleſſe they ſhall be hu ſervants, that 
they may know my ſtrvice andthe ſervice of the Kingdemes of 
the Countries. 

9. Hereby avaine the ſervants of God learne the right uſe 
of the rod, both in Church and State : Sometime 1t ſo talleth 
out that |ultice is not executed in a Kingdome, and Diſci- 
plinenot exerciſed in a Church ; Well then ſaith God, fecing 
that you will not take the rod into your hand, I will take it 
into mine owne , but it ſhall be in ſuch a manner as ſhall 
make all your hearts to ake. In the ſecond and third Chap- 
ters of the Revelazwon, you know there are ſeven Epſltles 
writtento the ſeven Churches, and there is none of all the 


Churches but are threatned with one affliction, calainity 


or another, ſave onely that of Philadelphia, and if you marke 
it, you ſhall finde that onely that Church had the keyes right- 
Iy uſed and handled. And you ſhall finde this alſo in all 
Gods dealings both with States and Churches : Let a State 
or Kingdome be never fo wicked, yet if Juſtice be executed 
there1s hope thereof ; Let a Church be never ſo dchiled, yet it 
Diſcipline be exerciſed, there is hope of that : But if a King- 
dome 
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Joie wherc there is nu Juſtice , or a Church where there is 
no Diſcipline, nor #2 rendentiato it , then the Lord khimſclte 
arifeth and ſaith ; Well, becauſe you will not takethis rod in» 
toyour hand, I will, and I willraiſe up enemics azainſt you 
that (hall doe the faine to you, that you ſhould have done to 
them. Good reaſon therefore , yea intinitely good reaſon, 
that»od ſhould ſometimes ſufter his owne people to bee 
puſhed, gored, ſcattered, by crucll and bloody enemics that 
are molt unreaſonable. 

Wi hcrefore then let no man be ſtumbled or offend- 
ed at Gods preſent proceedings in the world , or in this 
Kingdome, though very mylter1ous. Our Saviour ſayes,T heſe 
things 1tell ye before that when they come to paſſe, ye may not 
be offended ; and whatſoever 1s now come to palle among us, 
Chriſt hath told us of it bctore ; yea this Scripture. Ye<t,good 
Lord, how many are there that are offended 1 Oh, fayes one, 
 welooked for reformation,and we meet with confulion; tor 
light,and we mecte with darkenes; we looked that )eſus 
Chriſt ſhould at this time have reſtored his Kingdom to the 
Churches ; for friends, and we meete with enemies; Can 
God love us,and ſuftcr ſuch enemies to riſe againſt us ? Were 
there ever any enemies that were like toours? ſo potent, ſo 
cruel!,ſo many,ſo blaſphemous,ſo helliſh,&c. 

But who art thou, oh man, that ſpeakeſt thus long with- 
out book under the command of unbeliefe, and darkneſt 
knowledge ? Should(t thou not rather write fo and ſuch over 
thy gos,then over thine atflitions ? You ſay, had everany of 
Gods people ſuch enemies as we? fo cruell,ſo many, lo vile, 
&c? You ſhould rather ſay, Come, O my ſonl, didever any 
commit ſuch fins asI do? fo frequently,ſo knowingly,ſo delt- 
berately,ſo incorrigibly,ſo ſcandalouſly ? Why do you not ra- 
ther wrice the So upon your fins,then upon your forrowes ? 
Thus did E#ſebius Netrembargins,aggravating his own fins, 
oh faith he,never any finned ſo as I have done,theDevil ſinned 
indecd,but Chriſt never died for him as he hath done for me; 
Judas finned indeed, but he was never pardoned as I have 
beene ; Achanſinned indeed and troubled the kingdom, _ 
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ke had not that light and knowledge as I, nor lived under 
ſuch means as I have done ; Oh never any finned fo as I have 
done : Thus Neirembargins,thus Parifienſis, and thus ſhould 
youthink and ſay, |

But beſides, though your enemics be ſo great, ſo many, 
ſo cruell, &c. as none of Gods people have had betore;know 
you not that this 1s moſt agrecable to Scripture ? When $4- 
tans time 1s ſhort, his wrath is great, Revel. 12. The latter 
timcs of the world areabove all others by the Apoſtle called 
the perillous times, Auſtin obſerveth that the Church from 
Chriſt to Chriſt, from Chriſts death unto Chrilts comming 
a22ine, ſhould meet with three ſorts of perſecutions ; One 
by the ſword, as in the Primitivetimes ; Another by Here- 
ſies, as in the Arian tines ; The other both by {word and 
hereſies, as in theſc latter Antichriſtian times. Luther (ayes 
well, Cain ſhall be killing his brother Abel to the end of the 
world, but he is melt bloody in his old dayes. It 1s obſerved 
to my hand, that the foure great Monarchies, who have been 
the conſtant enemies of the Church,are compared by D azie! 
unto foure bealts, a Leopard,a Bearega Lion,&c. but the An- 
tichriſtian bealt that ſhould ariſe 1n the latter times 1s made 
up of all thele ; his feet being the feet of a Beare, his mouth 
the mouth of a Lion, himſelfe like a Leopard, and the Dra» 
gon giving his power unto him, Revel,13.2. As it te cru- 
cltics of ail the Monarchies were concenterated and met in 
him. Ot all enemies, you {hall obſerve thoſe are moſt dead- 
ly and crucl that arcApoſtates,that have been onceProfeflors, 
and then prove Apoltates : thcrefore the Devill,the Jew,and 
Ant1ichrilt are greateft enemies to the Saints,becaule they are 
all Apoltates. Now the enemies that are riſen up in our 
dayes are Apoſtatizing enemies, and therefore if they pre- 
vaile (Which God in mercy forbid) are like to prove the 
foreſt enemies that ever the Engliih Sun did ſe; yea worle - 
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then the enemies of thoſe Marian dayes;for in Queene 
AMaries time wereade that here and there twogthree, fourc, 
or ten were brought torth to the ſtake, but ſhould theſe enc- 
mies now prevaile, not two, or three, or foure, or ten, but 
threc thoutands, and foure thoutands, and ten thoulands 
would be led out together to be all maſlacred. In Qucene 
AMaries time though the parent dyed, the child did inherit 
his land ; but now at once our lands, our liberties, our chil- 
dren, our Religion and we are all like to die together. In 
Queen aries dayes Germany was open, and a place of rc- 
tuze to (>0ds people, many did tlie thither, and wcre ſafe in 
the time of that ſtorme ; but now if theſe enemies prevafle, 
whither thould Gods ſervants flie? Not to Francford, not 
tothe Palatinate, not to Bohemia, not to Jrelaxd, not to 
Scotland,l had almoſt ſaid not to our graves, for they will 
hardly give us grave-roome 1n our oWne countrey. Oh the 


black and diſmall day that is like to come upon us, if theſe 


hornes that are now pulhing at us ſhould prevaile acainſt us ! 
We<ll,but remember Gods method, your own ſinsand Gods 
method ; his method is, firſt the horzes, and then the carpen- 
rers ; though the hormes may puſh, and gore, and ſcatter for 
a time, yt the carpenters ſhall fray them away, and caff out 
theſe Gentiles, And ſoI come to the ſecond Viſion of the 
fore carpenters, and the ſecond Doftrine, namely, 

Thongh Goadſuffer the enemies of his Church and people to 
be exceeding ftrong, cruell, and very many, yet he will raiſe up 
progortionable ftrength againſt them, apt and fitted infiru- 
went? ro ſuppreſſe them, who ſhall fray them away and deale 
by them as they have dealt by others. This is inthe Commil- 
fon of thoſe that are deputed to deſtroy Babylon, Revel, 18. 
6. Reward her even as ſhe hath rewaratd you. And to this pur= 
peſc,] ſay, God vill raiſe up a ſutable and proportionable 
{trength, foure carpenters far the fours hornes.Now the truth 
of all this will be more fully evidenced, if you conſider theſe 
names, titles,and attributes wherewith Jeſus Chriſt hath in- 
veſted himſelfe ; Titles and attributes direftly oppoſite to all 
that evill which is any of the Churches enemies. Three

Oh what aladthing is this that the ſpirit of Papiſts 
thould live in Proteſtants ! that the ſpirit of the horns (ſhould 
live 1n the carpenters !that the ſpirit of Prelats ſhould live in 
thoſe 
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thoſe that are riſen up to fray them away and caft them ont | 
I fay no more, but whei we have done all, caff ont the Gen- 
tiles, and frayed aw ay the hornes, if then we ſhall turne to 
puſh, and gore, and calt out our brethren, and ene another, 
God will inde it out , and will not put it up at Enmglands 
hands. Wherefore ( my beloved ) in the feare of God let us 
allremember this Caution, Oh take heed that the ſpirit of

quence, When the matter that a man is to work upon is 
precious, the eye curious and exact that heis to work unto, 
and the work it {lt of infinite conſequence, there exactnes is 
much requircd,eſpecially when a miſcarriage can hardly be 
mengcd but with much diiticulty. Now ſo it is in the 
work of rcformation, the matter to be wrought upon are the 
foules of men and women, the moſt precious matter in the 
world ; theeye that we are to work unto is Gods, is Chrilts, 
who walketh between the golden Candleſtickes ; And the 
bufines it (ſelf is of infinite conſequence, yours and mine and 
thouſands eternitics lying at the (take; And it there be a mil» 
carriage, it willbe a hard thing to bring the whole Nation 
unto the work again. Youlce that when a man walketh 
upon the rope, he carryeth a pole in his hand to ſway him,and 
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eaulc if he dofayle he cannot mend his miſcarriage; And1 
ſay that in this work ef reformation 1f there be the lealt ſlip; 
it will be a hard thing to r:coveritr, when once a nation is 
ſetled in that miſcarriage, Surcly therefore the work is to 
be done with the molt cxatnes. 

2, Itis onely exatnes that doth cauſe convition in thoſe 
that do behold. There is no Nationall Reformation but the 
eyes of Nations areuponit. Givemelcave to tell you what 
I have read inglettcr written frem a lcarned Profefſaur of 
Divinity inan Vniverſity beyond the (cas, who writes thus 
to England: Upon yorr reformation(faith ke) it happily per- 
formed,doth depend ther: formation of all tne- Churches in 
Chriſtendom 4s upon a Rule and Exciaplar. Sothat I fay 
there isno reformation on foot in ay Nation but the eyes of 
other Nations are upon it ; It it be done exactly, the dehold- 
ing Nations will alſo come 1n,and fay, We will take hold of 
your Skirt, and your God ſhall be our God. Wien Judah 
fineth, and Gods glory reltcth upon them, then Nation's 
come in and joyne theralelves unto them; E/4.60, 1,2,3. 
It is onely beauty that doth take the eye; when there 15no 
beauty, there 1s no allurement; #5, beautifull, comes from 
2246, Which ſignifes to call, becaulC beauty cals torth the cye 
ad holds it in its beams; Now 4-things mult concur te beau- 
ty. 1.There muſt be all the parts. 2. All in their proportion. 3. 
All in their due place.q.All laid over with a ſweetand lively 
colour. So it is inthe beauty of Gods houſe ; There mult be 
all the ordinanccs,all in their place,all in due proportien,and 
laid over withthe power of godlines. When theſe mt in 
ary Church, there is beauty ; but meet they cannot, unlefle 
there be cxacnesin reforming. Surely therefore ſtones of 
reformation are to be laid with meft exactnes. 

But what reaton is there of the ſecond Propoſition, which 
1s, that then this exact reformation 1s eſpecially to be endea- 
youred, when Ged ſhall raiſe up his Carpenters againſt che 
Churches enemies? for when the Carpenters do ariſe, the 
t11:c3 are troublous. 

Truc,they are indeed, But God chooſeth troublous times 
to 
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Churches have al wayes lolt moſt in times of peace,and gain- {emper fuit #p- 
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ed moſt in times of trouble. 


The Pfalwift faith, Send owt thy Light and thy truth, O Lord, 
ara let them leade me nnto thine Altar, There isno going 
unto Gods Altar with worthip, without the leading hand of 
truth,and there is no building Gods houſe for an Altar with- 
out light, When God made the world, he firſt made light 
on the firſt day, as an exainple untous in all eur workes to 
work by light. Now light and truth do break forth much in 
froublous times. 

1. Troublous times are praying times, and praying times 
arc knowing times. Prov.2.3,4,5. If ihoncryeſt after know- 
ledge and lifteſt mp thy voyce for underſtanding, if thou ſeekeſt 
her as ſilver and ſearcheſt for h:r as for hid treaſures,then ſhals 
thou underſtand the feare of the Lord and finde the knowledge 
of God, 

2. In troublous times mens hearts are moſt low and 
h.imbled,and fo more apt and ready to receive and to be led 
into any truth. Youread in E/a.11. that God promiſeth 
that in the latter times the whole earth ſhall be filled with the 
knowledge of the Lord; and inthe verſes alittle before, it is 
{aid of the Lion and the young Lion chat achild ſhall lead 
them ; theſe two go welltogether, but the ſtout Lion-like 
ſpirit will never be led by the hand of a ſucking child till it 
be bugyzht down and low by treublous time. | 

3. In troublous times God 1s pleaſed to communicate 
himſelf more freely to his people, God is not unto his in 
afftition as at other times: he 1s moſt ſweet when the world 
1s moſt bitter, It is with a Nation, Churchi& people in their 
reformation,ns with a perſon in his firſt converfion ; becaute 
of thoſe manytemptations that a converting perſon 1s to con- 
flit withall, God doth more abundantly reveal andcommu- 
nicate himſelf unto him at his firlt converlion ; ſo with a re- 
forming people,becauſe of thoſe many oppolitions that they 
ſhall meet withall in that work, God doth then more _ 
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ordinarily communicate himſclf unto them. Thus troublous 
times do bring forth light and truth, God loveth to havea 
{acritice from the hands of the children of Asraham out ofthe 
thickets andbryats. Oppoſition commendeth reformation, 
1ntroublous times there iS much oppoſition, and therefore in 
thoſe times reformation is very beautitull. The DuRrine is 
clear then,the application caſte. Thus. 

ApMlid.io: Hence we may all ſee and know what is the work of the 
times, even to meaſure the Temple. Now for a long while 
we have had experience of the fit{t Viſton,and we have felt 
the kornes; the riſing of the carpenters we have ſcen allo :

Templo offer- againe. In other things you are very exatt, men argggaact 
dentes ſia! f.> jr their trades, exat in their accounts, exact in their recko- 
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haire both of head and face ; In fmall things you are exaq, 
and will you not be exact inthis greateſt ? You know what 
other Reformed Churches have done , the Reformation of 
all other Churches are round about you, you have their wrt- 
tings before you, their books, their practices, their exam- 
ples, and this for my yeeres ; can you think that C:od hath 
{et us now for an hundred yeeres upon their ſhoulders,to ſee 
no farther into Reformation then they have done? It two 
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men be todo the: (ame workgthe one firlt and the other after; 
he that doth it hr{t though he doth it never fo well , yet will 
excuſe himſclt and ſay, I never ſaw :he work done before me, 
1 was faineto invent my very tool-cs and inſtruments ; and 
you will excuſe him thuugh there be ſome fayling 1n him ; 
But when the ſecond man coinmethto the ſame work that 
hath a former example, and all his toules to help htm, you 
expect more exactnes from him. You know my meaning, 
I need not apply this ; On that our God would make Eng- 
land the praiſc of the whole earth 1 Nothing will do it but 
our exactnes in reformation, Certainly this reformation 
that 15 now on foot, hath (as [ may ſpeake with reverence) 
colt our God very dear,the liberties, the eſtates, the lives and 
bloods of many of his dearc children,of whom the world was 
not worthy, Do you think od will lay out all this for an 
1mpcrtcAt,unexacF, poor and low reformation? Let me pre- 
{ent you with the propheſy of Biſhop Hooper, who when ke 
was 11 priſon called his Printer to him,and ſaid, Y ou (hal out- 
live theſe Marian times,ind fee the alteration of the preſent 
rcligion, When the Goſpcl thall be freely preached, whcretore 
remcmber me to my brethren as well in exile as others, and 
bid them becircumſped 1ndiiplacingof Popith Prielts, and 
put gvod Miniſters in Churches, or «l{c their end will be 
worſe then ours. He ſaid, be circumſped ; I ſay, be exact ; 
And thoughl1do not with that every morning there might 
be a boy crying at your doors a$ once at Philips, Aortalis er, 
th t mortall, thou art mortall ; for that the Dram duth 
ſatiiciently every morning; yet 1 could with that this ſer- 
tence might be ſounding in your kearts every m: rning and 
night, that it might lie down with you and riſe with you, 
ſtones of reformation are to be laid with moſt exattner. 

But how ſhall that be ? 

Thus. 1. Be ſure of this that you take the right /ine 1nto 
your hands. Gods word it iSeur {ize, able torcachunto all 
particular aftairc's of tie Churches. 

Miſtake me not,I pr-y.ACi.urch is conſidered twowayes;

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meeting, a mecting of Saints, apparcnt Belzevers, catus fide= 
liums. ] doe not fay that the Word 1s to be the onely line and 
rule tothe Church inthe tirſt reſpect, to reaſon may be a rule 
to menas men ; but inthe ſecond reſpect it 15, the Word is 
abletor:achunto all things belonging unto a Church as 
2 Church. Our Commiſhon 1s not larger now then the A- 
poltles Commillion was, and their Commillion ran taus, 
(oe teach and aptize,c>c. teaching men to obſerve what ever 
{ command yow, Mat.28. It not commanded by Chri:t,then 
not to be preached by them nor by us. - Jeſus Chriſt was and 
is as fully Chriſt in his Propheticall as Pricſtly othice, and 
his Prieltly fatisfaRtion reached unto all our finncs, though 
they werc never ſo imall, therefore his Prophericall dire- 
&1on reacketh to all our du- 
ties, though they be never ſo 
little. That which com- 
meth not from heaven, can 
never bring you1nto heaven. 
If you ſay, There are ſome 
things indifferent ; It is true, 
but Chrilts command 1s to 
keep them ſo then, and not 
to- alter them. It you ſay 
that Circumltances are left 
unto the Church ; Either you mecane all Circumſtances, or 
ſome ; If you meane onely ſome, then you conclude no- 
thing, for a particular Propoſition cannot make a gggarall 
Concluſion ; If you meane that all Circumſtances are left 
unto the Church, then you doe at once and at one ſtroke cut 
oft three Commandements from the Decalogue; the firſt 
Co:mmandement, Thou ſralt have no other Gods but me, 
commanideta the iubltance of worthip,the ſecond the means, 
the third the manner, the tourth the time ; and meanes, man- 
ncr, and time arecircumſtanees, Herein Luther ſpeaks well, 
Whatſoever 2 man bcleeveth, or learneth, or teacheth be- 
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Gdes the Word,it is ſinne ; and againe faith he, The Church 
is the daughter of Scripture, brought vp at the fect of the 
Word. O the pertection of that /ime ! it 15a complcat line, 2 
glorious Jine,a bleflcd line. Take this line therefore firlt into 
your hands.

2. When you have gotten this line into your hand, view 
your grour'd well, and ſtones well that you are to draw 
this line over, Three ſorts there are that are eſpecially to be 
lined by it : The Magiltrates, the Minilters, the Congrega- 
tions.

Here arc ſo many thingy of great importance to be 

ſaid in very little rime this day , that I conceiveir 
will not be unacceptable to your Lordſhips , if ſetting 
by all Rhetoricall afteations, I only in plaine country 
language humbly pray your. favour to include many 
excuſes, neceſſary for my manifold infirmities , in this 
one word,I am commanded by the Knights, Citizens, 
and Burgeſſes of the Commons Houſe,to preſent unto 
your Lordſhips their moſt affeTtionate thanks, for your 
ready condeſcending to this conference ; which A of 
confidence in your great wiſdome, and approved Tu- 
ſtice, for the ſervice of His Majeſtic , and the welfare 
of this Realme, they defire upon this oceafion : The 
Houſe of Commons by a totall, and univerſall concus- 
rence of complaints , from all the Sea bordering Ports 
of this Kingdome, did find a great and grievous inter- 
ruption, and ſtop of trade and traffick , the baſeFyratrs 
of Salley, ignominiouſly infeſting our coaſts, taking our 
ſhips, and goods, and leading away the ſubjects of this 
kingdome into barbarous Captivity,while to our ſhame 
and hinderance of Commerce, our enemies did as it 
were beſiege our Porrs and block up our beſt Rivers 
moths, our Friends over-ſlight pretences made Im- 
bargoes of our Merchants goods, and every nation 
on the leaſt occaſion was ready to continue , and

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flight us; So great was the apparent diminutions of

old Engliſh wayes, even then that Spaniſh pride was 4- 
barcd, the greatnefle of the houſe of Aufria now made 
ſo tormidable to us, was well reſiſted, and to the united 
Provinces of the Low-conntries, ſuch a beginning, 
growth and ſtrength was given, as gave us honour over 
all the Chriſtian world. 

The Commons therefore wondring at the Evills they 
ſuffered, and debating of the cauſes of them, found thar 
they were many, drawn like lines to one circumference

or Bleeding, neither naturally, or by art. Nay,the Malignt- 
tyſometimes hath ſo farre prevail'd over the vitall ſpirits, 
that there hath been, to the great affrightment of thoſe a- 
bout them, frequens Syncope, & Lipotbymia, Fainting and 
Swounding, as often as removed from their beds.

1 Galew makes mention of his 'EtwS,em, and Hippocrizes his 
lvimr dradyuare, & E'xgimere, like to the bitings of Gnats 
2nd Fleas, the materiall cauſe of theſe Spots, is the moſt 
thinne, and ſubtle part of the morbifique matter, thruſt out 
tothe skinne, and although ir be the ſtrength of Nature,to 
ſend out theſe Spots, and therefore by ſome are accounted 
Critical , yer they argue abundance of putrefaion with- 
in, and therefore may bee accounted Sympromaticall. and 
(contrary to the common opinion ) the more Spots, the 
more danger. 

Some from the colour of theſe Spots draw Prognefticks, 
:nd tell you, that rubre macule, red ſpots ariſe from a good 
and well tempered bloud, though now corrupted,and therc- 
fore are of all the moſt ſafe. HMacule flave vel wirides, yel- 
lowiſh or greeniſh Spots from purrid Choller, and there- 
fore are of a worſe condition. Maculs punicee  nigre, Black 
and blew ſpots from Melancholy, and aduſt Humours, and 
therefore are the worſt of all. This for the moſt part holds 
true, yer ogentimes vre find them eſcape, and dyetoo, with 
Spots of all Colours. 

Concerning the Cauſes of this Diſeaſe, there are diverſi-

of this Diſeaſe muſt be found 1'th' Azre, I ſhould rather ar- 
tribute it to thoſe putrid cxbalations, drawne up by the 
Sunne, from ſticking matter, Dung, Carcaſes of dead Hor- 
fes, and other Carrion, im and about the City, and were 
there care taken for the remooving theſe noylome inconve- 
niences, and keeping the Streets ſweet, and cleane, it would 
doubtleflc rend much to the abatement of the Diſeaſe. 

A Second Caulc is attributed ro Diet, 8& although there be 
noſuch ſcarcity of Proviſions as to force us to feed up5n bad 
meates, yet 1 cannor altogether excuſe our Drink, bcing for 
the moſt part (by reaſon of the multitude, and concourſe of 
people) over-new,and notripe or fic for drinking, I could 
wiſh the Brewers would ſomwhat regard our health,as well 
as their owne profit, in drying their Mault ſufficiently, 
throughly boyling their Beere,making cleane their Veſlcls; 
whereas the complaint againſt them is, they make uſe of 
lick-dried Mault,not halfe boyle their Bcere, adde few, or 
no hopps, and tunne it upin unwaſhed Veſlells, which cau- 
ſeth he Dfinke tobe crude, raw, andapt to Corrupz within 
us. The Brew-houſes all ſtand upon the'Bankes of the Ri- 
ver tþs, which of it ſelfe is a cold hungry water, the ſource 
and ſprings of it arifing from Corſwold in Gloceſterſbire , 
where art the ſpring head, the extremity of coldneſle in 
the water is ſuch, that as it is obſerved, Beaſts refuſc 
todrinkeof ir; how great care then ought they to take 
'th' boyling, whereby to alter, and amend this quality of

ding ; eſpecially in the beginnig, of which we ſhall ſpeak 
morc hereafter That which is principally to be regarded, 
is for the inoſt part, the waligniry, which being timely pre. 
vented by ſome Alexipharmacall Medicine, there will be 
lictle danger of the enſuing Diſeaſe. I have known ſome 
who preſcntly upon. complant of -Chilneſſe, of aking and 
gdiznefle in the head, have takena Cordiall,gone trait way 
into bed, and ſwer, and riſen next day, withaut any diſtem- 
per: which may very well be, by dicuſhag, and expelling 
the warpa,and 1ngquinamentum putredinale, before it have fer- 
mented, and aſimilated the whole 'Maſſe, And by this 
means alone was cured that moſt fatall Diſeaſe iSyww6- or 
Sudor Azglicus, which raged with ſuch deſtructive vio- 
lence, (till conſtant ſweatingFor 24. houres, the only cer- 
tain Remedy was found out) that neighbouring Countries 


did not believe this Iflagd. had ſo many inhabitants. as 


died. Ir is _—_ therefore to ſet downe proper and 
ſpecificiall Medicines, ad Nepigrrrr, or the expulſion of the 
Malignity. Theoaero Angelutzo 4 Belforte, who wrig his þook, 
de Febre Maligna after his, recovery from the Diſealc, and 
therefore may be the better credited, divides thoſe Medi- 
caments, which preſerve the Heart from malignity, into 
fixe Claſſes, but more compendiouſly, they may be. divi- 
dcd into theſe rwo, Semplicza, and Compoſits:of the firſt ſort 
are Ahgeleca Valerians, Carduws benedih ,Scordjum.

M Helaſt weeke we informed you of the taking 
3 of the Towne of Arundel by Sir William W al- 
a /er, with divers of the enemies priſoners, 
as how hee forced the reſt into the Caſtlealſo, 
oa whichas was then conceived, could not hold 
out any Jong ſiege ; yet it ſeemes by the reſo- 
lution of the Enemies Commanders and Of- 
ficers which are within it, by reaſon of the 
great expeaations they have of relicfe from Oxford,it is 'not yet 
raken ; not withſtanding which, we doubt not but before thelat- 
ter «nd of the next weeke we ſhall heare of the ſurrender or taking 
thercof.. For the preſent all the intelligence we have from thence, 
aS it was imparted in a Letter from an Officer in his zmy, Jated 
Tucſ'ay, Deccmb.26. is to this effeR. Sir, I have ſent you a re- 
lation of ſuch intelligences which happened in our Army,ſfince my 

Jaſt unto you, which are as followeth. 

Friday Decemb.22.1 ſaw in Arundel Church an hundred 
Cavaliers (taken priſoners by our Forces at the gaining of th 
town) with ſundry Officers, and among others , two with Let- 
ters going to Sir Ralph Hopton #0 Wincheſter , let downe with 
ropes from the Caſtle, one of which was induced by the Proveſ

Pieces of Artillery, towards Grafton Regis, ſixe miles from Newport- 
pazaell.,, vyhere, the Cavaliers had incloſed themſelyesin a ſtrung Houſe 
of the Lady Cranes'in that Town. And comming unto it , the Pariia- 


ments forces planted two pieces of Ordnance againſt the Ho uſe AI

Colonel Whetham, a valiant Citizen of London, 414 G1vernour of Nor- 
thampton, brought a party of Horſe and Foot from Northampton, and 
relieved the party of the Orange & Green Regiments which w-re there, 
and had behaved themſelves with much conrage and magnaminity in the 
ſerviez. About an houre after Colonell Whetham had the guard , they 
within founded a Parley , and had it granted for half an howe, during 
which time Sir John Digby the chief commander of the enemies 1n the 
Houle, ſent a Letter to Major Generall Skipton , with gheſe demands 
following, viz.

fered, till they arriveat Oxford, and have a ſafe condud to Bunbury. 

2. That both the Souldiers, and the people of the Houſe, may have 
two daies liberty after the ſurrender of the place , to carry away their 
goods, and the carts of the countrey allowed them in , and the Souldiers 
may have fixe houres liberty, and the houſe , to remove Bag and Baggage, 
if you conſent that this be made good, by thoſe that are here.
